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MassHighway blames utility company for delays 


Beleaguered project expected to finish in June 2008

WILMINGTON Representatives from 
MassHighway appeared before the Board of 
Selectmen on Monday evening to discuss the var- 
ious delays plaguing the Route 129 reconstruc- 
tion project that has been ongoing since August 
2005. 

“We want to get some answers to questions that 
have, frankly, not been easy to get,” Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Michael Newhouse said to 


begin the discussion. 

The project has been a thorn in the side of 
motorists and area businesses since its inception 
more than two years ago. Work on the project, 
which most recently had been concentrated on 
the construction of a bridge near Michael's 
Place Restaurant, has stopped completely and 
Wilmington officials have been fielding questions 
from residents without having much informa- 
tion.

Residential tax bills looking at a $220 


bump, on average 


WILMINGTON - On average, 
homeowners can expect their 
residential property taxes to 
increase by $220 for Fiscal Year 
2008 (FY 08). 

Acting on a recommendation 
from the Board of Assessors, 
the Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to adopt a tax 
classification shift of 1.75 for 
FY08, 

The tax classification shift is 
a state-authorized mechanism 
enabling the Town to more 
evenly distribute the tax levy 
between Residential properties 

d 


a n 
Commercial/Industrial/Person 
al (CIP) properties by charging 
CIP properties at a higher rate 
than residential. 

With the classification shift in 
place, residential properties 
will be taxed at $10.16 per thou- 
sand dollars of assessed value, 


while CIP properties will be 
taxed at $22.96 per thousand 
dollars of assessed value, in 
FY08. 

The assessed value of the 
average home in Wilmington 
for F'Y08 is $402,698, resulting in 
an average FY08 tax bill of 
$4,091. 

If the Town were not to adopt 
a tax classification shift, resi- 
dential and CIP properties 
would each be taxed at $13.12 
per thousand dollars of 
assessed value in FY08, which 
would result in an average resi- 
dential tax bill of $5,283. The 
adoption 0: the 1.75 tax classifi- 
cation for FY08 - the highest 
shift currently permitted by law 
- saves the average residential 
taxpayer approximately $1,192. 

Despite the significant dispar- 
ity in taxation rates between 
residential and CIP properties, 
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According to Scott Kelloway, the West Area 
Engineer Supervisor for MassHighway's Area 4 
Construction, the latest stoppage is due to a 
problem with materials. The “bearing pads” 
sent by the manufacturer, upon which the entire 
bridge sits, failed to meet the requirements set 
by the Commonwealth. The faulty pads have 
been returned to the manufacturer, and a new set 
is being fabricated - a process that takes several 
months. 


Kelloway told selectmen, however, that the vast 
majority of delays over the life of the project 
have been due to a poor response - time and time 
again - by the utility companies that own the 
telephone poles 

“We face this problem to a varying degree on 
almost every single project,” Kelloway said. 
“Currently we still have 17 poles located in the 
middle of the sidewalks (on Lowell Street) and 
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Fire Chief Daniel Stewart was surprised by a retirement party at the Wilmington Public Safety building last Wednesday after 
noon.

WILMINGTON - There's something 
special going on inside the shelved 
walls of the little white house next to 
the town's library. In just over six 
months, the Book Store Next Door has 
raised over $10,000 for the library, The 
Friends of the Wilmington Memorial 
Library opened the store last April 28 
with the initial hopes of raising as 
much as $100 a week.

“The store's success has surpassed

Had our initial projection of $100 a 
week held true, we wouldn't have 
reached $10,000 until March 2009. 
Thankfully, we underestimated the 
community's generosity and fervor for 
books at bargain prices.” 

The idea for the bookstore came 
about over a year ago when the town 
purchased the little white house for 
library storage. 

“We were still collecting book dona- 
tions and sending them to a literacy 


and on-line selling operation - Better 
World Books,” said Book Store 
Manager Leslie Dietrich. “We were 
bemoaning the fact that we no longer 
could have the annual book sale due to 
space constraints, when it just 
occurred to us why not have the sale at 
the little house, and then in the next 
breath, why not have a book store? 
Library Director Tina Stewart 
received permission from Town 
Manager Mike Caira and we started 
putting up bookcases, many of which 
were cast offs from the library due to 
its makeover.”

Planning Board responds 


Dear Editor: 

The Planning Board wishes 
to respond to the charges of 1) 

favoritism,” 2) bowing to the 
wishes of the Town Manager 
and/or members of the Board 
of Selectmen, and 3) failure to 
protect residents leveled by 
Suzanne Sullivan in a “Letter 
to the Editor” published in the 
November 7th Town Crier. As 
usual Ms. Sullivan has taken 
limited information, expanded 
it to suit her argument and 
drawn conclusions not neces- 
sarily based in fact. The fact 
is that Ms, Sullivan's exam- 
ples, from which she assumes 
favoritism, are totally unrelat- 
ed. The owners or developers 
of each project enumerated by 

are unrelated in any way. 

n the location of the pro- 

to which she refers are 
unrelated - two in North 
Wilmington with different own- 
ers and one in Wilmington 
Center with yet a third owner. 
Her assumption is simply erro- 
neous and completely 
undemonstrative of favoritism, 

Secondly, neither the Town 
Manager nor any member of 
the Board of Selectmen has 
ever requested the Planning 
Board or its Director act in a 
particular manner toward any 
application before the 
Planning Board. That is sim- 
ply a fact. 

Thirdly, the Planning Board 
is authorized under M.G.L. 
Chapter 40A, known as the 
“Zoning Act.” It is mandated 
to uphold local zoning through 
subdivision control, issue spe- 
cial permits and review site 
plans, Ms. Sullivan asks 
“whose interests are being 
served by the Planning 
Board,” “are residents ade- 
quately represented,” and 
again offers her assumption 
that the Planning Board is not 
adequately “protecting” resi- 
dents. It is very clear whose 
interests are being served - all 
of those hundreds of voters, 
who over the years, have par- 
ticipated in forming the zoning 
bylaw by attending and voting 
at Town Meeting. The 
Planning Board's mandate is 
to uphold the zoning bylaw, not 
make “popular” decisions. 

Specific facts relating to the 
relocation of the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles are that rede- 
velopment or change of use of 
a particular lot is subject to 
site plan review by the 
Planning Board. Site plan 
review requires a public hear- 
ing with notice to abutters. 
The review, as stated in the 
zoning bylaw, concerns protec- 
tion of adjoining properties 
against surface water 
drainage, parking and pedes- 
trian movement, adequacy of 
the parking and loading 
spaces, exterior lighting, land- 
scaping, methods of open stor- 
age of refuse, suitability of 
access and egress and protec- 
tion of the Town's surface and 

water resources. Site 
an review snot legislatively 


authorized, meaning the law 
does not require site plan 
review, but it is an option avail- 
able for inclusion as a require- 
ment in the by-law through a 
Town Meeting vote. 

The fact is as long as a use is 
allowed by zoning, the 
Planning Board cannot deny 
the use through site plan 
review. A denial of the 
Registry in the location pro- 
posed is illegal and would have 
been an irresponsible act on 
the part of the Planning 
Board. 

As for traffic, a parking lot 
full of vehicles is not an indi- 
cator of traffic on the road. 
The 99 Restaurant on Lowell 
Street has a full parking lot at 
lunch and dinner time but does 
not contribute substantially to 
traffic on Lowell Street. Why 
not? Because the entire park- 
ing lot neither empties nor fills 
at the same time. It does so 
over a period of time. A simi- 
lar situation exists with the 
Registry. Additionally, use of 
the Registry does not peak 
during rush hours, undeniably 
the heaviest traffic hours. The 
contribution to traffic is a few 
cars at a time all day long. By 
commuter time, the lot is 
empty, no effect on the traffic 
in Reading or soon to be North 
Wilmington. 

During the site plan review 
process, the Planning Board 
has and will continue to per- 
suade applicants to make 
improvements and_ provide 
various forms of mitigation to 
ensure attractive and benefi- 
cial developments for the 
Town. At no cost to the com- 
munity, the Board has 
improved the Route 38 corridor 
through an evaluation of signal 
timing, repositioning and 
adding of traffic signals; 
received acres of permanently 
restricted open space; added 
hundreds of feet of sidewalks 
and granite curbing on public 
streets such as Middlesex 
Avenue and Lowell Street and 
collected donations to a tree 
fund which can be used to re- 
landscape around public build- 
ings or add street trees where 
none exist. 

Entering into the debate over 
an elected vs. an appointed 
planning board is not an activ- 
ity in which members of this 
Board wish to be involved.

Men and women are so com- 
plex that knowing them can be 
impossible. What are we to 
think when fathers, grandfa- 
thers, uncles, priest, and close 
friends molest our children? 
With all the deep commitments 
of closeness and caring, they 
break their vow of trust. This 
problem has existed since the 
beginning of time. The older 
generations were more con- 
scious of the safety of their 
young ladies having sexual 
affairs. Teens and young 
adults were closely watched, 
seldom left alone. Chaperoning 
daughters was at times a full- 
time job. Parents and 
guardians realized the strong 
physical attraction between 
opposite genders could lead to 
problems. They did not, how- 
ever, realize, to the same 
extent, that the young children 
were in jeopardy of an adult 
molester. We should never 
underestimate the natural pow- 
ers of sex to make unnatural 
choices. 

Adult and child becomes a 
more difficult situation. 
Children are often put into the 
hands of seemingly reliable 
trustworthy adults, only to find 
they are the abusers. If we 
dare not trust anyone, this 
becomes an injustice to those 
adults who would never think of

abusing a child, whose only 
intent is to love and care for the 
child. 

Men and women of seemingly 
highest moral character have 
succumbed to their sexual per- 
verted weaknesses. Some of 
these people can be good peo- 
ple in every other respect. I 
had a client whose father was a 
kind gentle man. Yet his 
granddaughter would not speak 
to him and kept avoiding him. 
My client loved his father very 
much, and was very annoyed at 
his daughter for not showing 
respect to his father. After a 
few sessions with the girl, the 
terrible truth was unveiled. 
Grandfather had _ sexually 
abused her many times when 
she was much younger. Can 
you imagine the torment of this 
father? His father who he 
adored and idolized had com- 
mitted the greatest sin against 
him and his greatest love (his 
daughter). There are many 
stories of sexual abuse that 
break the heart of man. 

There are many reasons, 
excuses, and denials that relate 
to sexual abuse. However, no 
reason justifies the crime. It 
would take a book to discuss 
the many psychological rea- 
sons why abuse occurs. Some 
rationalize by believing they 
love the child and use sex as a 


form of love. Others will sexu- 
ally abuse to satisfy their self- 
ish lust. Then there are adults 
who just don't care, or who 
actually enjoy the power of 
inflicting suffering on others. 
The pain and suffering of the 
victim has no meaning to the 
abuser. The rapist fits into this 


‘category. The victim's torment 


is more than a one-time horror. 
The pain and torment can go 
on for a lifetime. This also can 
affect the child's family and 
loved ones. 

Even though it's not so preva- 
lent, women also abuse chil- 
dren. A good example is 
Oprah's African school. After 
the careful screening of all her 
children's caretakers, one- 
woman teacher was able to 
abuse a number of children. 
Whom can we trust? 

There is no absolute way to 
protect our children, but we 
can make it safer by eliminat- 
ing opportunities for this abuse 
to occur. Don't allow your child 
to be alone with any unfamiliar 
adult unless there are people 
close by. Try to have a com- 
panion for your child when 
away from home. Try to avoid 
places where abuses could 
occur. Being out after dark is 
a definite 'no.'_ Know who your 
child's friends are, and he 
should be comfortable enough

to share his or her thoughts, 
feelings, and fears, Let your. 
child know he/she could tell 
you if they were abused and by 
whom. Many children are 
afraid of being reprimanded 
and feel guilty if they accuse a 
family member or a good 
friend. 

You can never do a complete 
job because of your loss of con- 
trol in schools and hospitals. 
These are the times the child 
must depend on her own ability 
to defend herself. Hopefully 
your counseling will give them 
the strength and knowledge to 
protect themselves, 

Don't ever forget the negative 
power of sex that can disregard 
trust, responsibility, and uncon- 
trolled lust. Take every pre- 
caution to know where your 
children are, and with whom at 
all times. It is important to 
know who your child's friends 
are, Get to know the parents of 
your children's friends so that 
you can support each other. 
Avoid, avoid, and avoid every 
possibility that could put your 
child in the wrong place, with 
the unknown person. Your 
knowledge of what could hap- 
pen will make your child much 
safer,

Violent offenders need to be off the streets 


Dear Editor: 

In a previous letter published 
in this newspaper, I wrote about 
the horrible incident in 
Winchester, MA., that violated 
my family in October, 2007. 
This resulted in the wrongful, 
criminal murder of one of my 
closest cousins and the near- 
fatal injury inflicted on anoth- 
er. Incredibly, this tragedy is 
not the first time that I've lost 
someone I love to murder. 

On August 1, 1987, a deranged 
gunman named James Wallace 
walked into a Boston music 
nightclub called Bunratty's 
with a gun and shot a dear 
friend of mine twice in the 
head, right in front of about 175 
other patrons that were there 
that night. His name was Abel 
Harris, Jr., who was only 23 
years old, and who was only 
trying to make peace with the 
gunman so that he wouldn't 
hurt anyone. For that, it cost 
him his life, as he died nine 
days later. I was grabbed from 
behind and thrown under the 
coat check podium by a boune- 
er/friend named Patrick when 
the gunman entered and just 
started shooting, firing his first 
three shots into the ceiling. 
Patrick crouched down in this 
space with me and used his 
body to shield mine. He is my 
hero, to this day, in that instine- 
tive, selfless move he made to 
get me out of harm’s way and 
he saved my life. We were so 
close to the point of contact 
with the assailant that we could 
have easily been the targets of 
the shooter. 

The whole thing was over in 
less than a minute; I didn’t see 
Wallace shoot Abel, but I heard 


Abel's pleas, then the gunshots 
that blasted him right out the 
front door, the screaming and 
shouting, all the sounds of con- 
fusion .... and Abel bleeding on 
the sidewalk. I don't know who 
called 911; other friends were 
tending to Abel (who was still 
conscious) until the ambulance 
came and raced him to St. 
Elizabeth's hospital in 
Brighton, MA.. I was shaking 
with a powerful fear I had 
never known before, and just 
crying. Patrick was just hold- 
ing me, turning my head away, 
saying over and over, it’s okay, 
you're okay, Abel’s gonna be 
okay, see, he’s still awake and 
talking to us .... but Abel was 
never going to be okay again. 

I was distraught when Abel 
passed away. He was a won- 
derful, beautiful man who was 
a good person and had a lot to 
offer. On October 21, 2007 - 
three days before this terrible 
incident with my cousins 
occurred I attended the 
Bunratty's 2nd Reunion bene- 
fitting the Abel Harris 
Scholarship Fund at Firefly's 
in Malborough,. MA. Abel, at 
the time of his death, was a vol- 
unteer with Youth Enrichment 
Services (Y.E.S.), an organiza- 
tion close to his own heart that 
provides opportunity and self- 
esteem building activities to 
inner city kids. 

James Wallace was a known 
violent offender, but was let out 
of prison under then-Governor 
Michael Dukakis’ prison fur- 
lough release program. He had 
been out of jail for three 
months prior to Abel's murder. 
Wallace is currently is serving 
a life sentence for that crime at

I thought the death of Abel 
was going to be the most tragic 
event that I would have to 
endure - until now. And yet, 
what has happened to my fami- 
ly is so obscene that it even 
blows that away. Abel was shot 
in a nightclub, a public gather- 
ing place, by a stranger. My 
cousins were shot by someone 
who invaded their home, a pri- 
vate sanctuary we all deserve 
to have, and the accused is 
someone who was known to 
them as a trusted individual. 

So, here I am, having to face 
and survive, yet again, the vio- 
lent death and injury of good 
people I love who have done 
nothing to deserve what hap- 
pened to them. This isn’t about 
karma; this is about injustice, 
Like James Wallace before 
him, the accused, Wally Simon, 
was allowed to walk the streets 
freely after his arrest on seven 
criminal firearms charges from 
more than three years ago, his 
‘get-out-of-jail-free-card’ hand- 
ed to him by US Attorney 
Michael J. Sullivan. The lapse 
of time between when Simon 
was originally arrested in 2004 
and finally indicted in 2007 by 
the Middlesex District Attorney 
was due in part to a lengthy 
investigation being handled by 
Michael J. Sullivan's U.S. 
Attorney’s office that went 
absolutely nowhere. 


U.S. Attorney —— Michael 
Sullivan was appointed by the 
Bush Administration in 2001 to 
serve as U.S. Attorney for the 
district of Massachusetts. He's 
also the head of the Federal 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives. 
Published reports show that 
under Sullivan’s tenure, prose- 
cutions of major criminal cases 
dropped off dramatically. 
Between 2002 and 2006, approx- 
imately 170 fewer criminal 
cases were filed. 

What a sick, disgusting joke! 
The fact that Mr. Sullivan did- 
n't investigate 170 criminal 
cases from 2002 through 2006 is 
unacceptable! With programs 
such as the prison furlough 
release, and now homeland 
security affairs under the 
watch of Mr. Sullivan, we'll be 
thrown back about 200 years to 
the days where we'll need to 
arm ourselves and stake a 
claim to protect our families 
and our property! 

That's why it's important that 
legislation be enacted to make 
it tougher for criminals to vio- 
late the public and tougher for 
officials like Mr. Sullivan to 
ignore them!

Tucker works to pass 


gift certificate bill 


BOSTON - State Senator Sue 
Tucker got an amendment 
passed in the Senate last week 
to strengthen a bill cracking 
down on gift card fees and 
abuses. 

According to Tucker, retailers 
rake in $8.2 billion dollars due 
to unused cards. Many retail 
companies, including Borders 
($151 million in F'Y07), Best 
Buy ($46 million) and Kohl’s 
($15 million), see enormous 
profits from gift cards that go 
unused due in large part to 
minimal remainders after an 
initial purchase. 

Senator Tucker explained the 
problem with a common situa- 
tion. Your aunt gives you a $50 
gift card to.a clothing store, 


and you buy a sweater for $43. 
The remaining $7 on the card 
goes to waste because nothing 
in the store can be bought at 
that price, or there is no other 
item you want so the card sits 
forgotten in your drawer. The 
Tucker amendment allows con- 
sumers to redeem any rempi 
ing value of $10 or less for cash. 

The bill also makes gift cards 
redeemable at full face value 
for a period of seven years 
without deductions or services 
fees and also includes penalties 
for violations of the statute.

Tucker guides 
foreclosure bill 
through the begisiatre 


BOSTON - The Legislature 
enacted a bill to prevent mort- 
gage foreclosures and crack 
down on deceptive lending 
practices. The bill, which now 
goes to the Governor for his sig- 
nature, requires anyone arrang- 
ing mortgage loans to be 
licensed. 

“This legislation strikes a bal- 
ance between the responsibili- 
ties of borrowers and lenders,” 
said bill sponsor Sen. Susan 
Tucker (D-Andover), Senate 
Chair of the Housing 
Committee. “It requires irre- 
sponsible lenders to change 
their practices, and it also 
requires borrowers to educate 
themselves on their mortgage 
options.” 

The legislation includes an 
“in-person counseling” require- 
ment for first-time homebuyers 
considering sub-prime 
adjustable rate loans. Its pur- 
pose is to help educate any bor- 
rower who is considering a 
risky mortgage loan on the true 
costs of the loan. 

“If this bill had been in place 
six years ago, thousands of 
Massachusetts families would 
have been spared the heartache

According to Tucker the new 
law also provides some tenant 
protections for those renting in 
a foreclosed home as well as 
establishing a 90 day fee-freeze 
and right for the homeowner to 
pay off the loan until the house 
is sold. 

“Entire neighborhoods, par- 
ticularly in urban areas, have 
been devastated by this crisis. 
We have a responsibility to pre- 
vent this from happening again 
when the housing market 
changes in the 
Commonwealth,” Tucker said

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Handling family holiday stress

The television advertisements 
started before Halloween. The 
Christmas and Hanukkah decora- 
tions have been in the stores for 
weeks. Supermarkets have creat- 
ed elaborate displays featuring 
cans of pumpkin pie mix. That's 
right. The holidays are upon us - 
and instead of seeing them as an 
opportunity to develop a migraine 
that lasts from about now until 
New Year's Day, parents may 
want to try some preventative 
planning in order to minimize 
family stress. 

"Parents struggle around the 
holiday period because they want 
to please their children," com- 
ments Lorraine Pasciuto, owner 
and operator of the Home Away 
From Home family childcare in 
Dracut. "They end up spending 
too much money on presents, 
expensive presents for their chil- 
dren." Instead of buying trendy, 
costly toys, Pasciuto advises par- 
ents of young children to think 
about what really interests their 
son or daughter. Citing the cre- 
ativity of toddlers and preschool- 
ers, Pasciuto remarks, 
"Sometimes, all they really need 
is an empty box to paint - and 
play in!" 

Gail Fortes, Program 
Coordinator for the Children's 
Collaborative Community 
Partnerships for Children, also 
believes that parents are contend- 
ing with inappropriate expecta- 
tions during the holiday season. 
She cautions against parents tak- 
ing children with them as they 
"battle" holiday crowds for sever- 
al hours. "It disrupts the child's 
and family's normal routines, 
tires out the children, and then 
parents may expect perfect 
behavior that isn't always age- 
appropriate." 

Christine Santos-Gordon, the 
Community Network Coordinator 
for Community Teamwork Inc. 
and a parent of three children - 
empathizes with parents trying to 
manage finances and family 
issues alongside the busy-ness of 
the holiday season. She points 
out, "I think parents need to rec- 
ognize that the holiday season is 
stressful not only for adults. 
Children feel it as well." 

While some children may have a 
high threshold for tolerating 
changes in routine, distracted 
parents, the chaos of heavy traf- 
fic, long lines and noises found 
around shopping malls, other 
children are easily overwhelmed. 
In fact, studies have shown chil- 
dren's cortisol levels - a blood- 
borne hormone that increases 
under stress - rises measurably 
when they are not receiving the 
attention that they need.' 

"Parents need to be realistic 


about their own limits and stres- 
sors, as well as those of their chil- 
dren," advises Fortes. "Don't take 
young children to crowded noisy 
malls if you don't have to. Do a 
babysitting swap instead with a 
relative or a friend." 

If parents absolutely must take 
their children with them, they 
should consider several strate- 


gies: 

1. Keep things simple, but spe- 
cific. Make a list of priority 
errands the day before - and read 
it to your children to prepare 
them for the next day (eg., 
"Tomorrow, you and Daddy will 
go to the post office, then the 
bank and then we'll have to go to 
the grocery store.") Parents 
should help their children pick 
out their clothes the night before 
to avoid morning disagreements. 

2. Before heading out the door 
in the morning, make sure 
everyone (including parents) 
eats a substantial breakfast. 
Adults and children alike are 
more likely to lose their tempers 
when they are feeling tired and 
hungry. 

3. Get an early start. Visiting 
stores as they open means fewer 
crowds and faster service at 
check out counters. 

4. Remember to bring a few 


toys for the car to help your 
child stay occupied. This might 
mean a book, a stuffed animal, or 
a car - but extra-favorite toys 
should probably stay home to 
minimize the risk of being lost. 

5. Take regular breaks 
throughout the day for bathroom 
visits, small snacks and deep 
breaths. For a healthy family 
snack, keep juice boxes, granola 
bars and cheese sticks in a lunch 
box in the car with an ice pack to 
cool things down. Instead of eat- 
ing while driving, parents and 
children should munch together 
in the parked car. Parents can 
then encourage children to count 
the cars in the parking lot, talk 
about the things they've seen that 
morning, and discuss the errands 
yet to come. 

"Many children have more out- 
bursts and are temperamental 
They are overtired from shopping 
without naps, having house- 
guests, and visiting friends and 
relatives." Fortes reminds par- 
ents that keeping their young 
children as close as possible to a 
normal sleep routine will go a 
long way towards keeping chil- 
dren healthy and in good spirits. 

Despite the advance planning 
parents may make for the holi- 
days - storing extra sleeping bags 


for guests, consulting with incor. 
ing relatives about special 
dietary needs - there will be those 
unexpected, and sometimes frus 
trating moments that will test an 
adult's patience. 

Parents can take a cue from 
their children and their preschoo! 
rules, and count to 10, As parent 
then take that deep breath and 
admit honestly to themselves and 
their family how they are feeliny 
about a particular situation, they 
are teaching their children how to 
be flexible when circumstances 
change. It is a powerful lesson, as 
many child psychologists anc 
early childhood educators point 
to adaptability and self-reflectior 
as key tools children use to mar 
age and overcome the challenges 
they will face throughout their 
lives, 

If parents are feeling anxiote 
and aggravated, chances ar¢ 
theft young children are feelin 
even worse. Because of this, ( 
best gift a parent can give durin 
the holiday season is not to creat 
the perfect dinner, or purcha 
the most-talked about toy. ‘ly 
best gift a parent can give a chi 
this holiday season is the gift 
time, attention, and love.

Post Office asks customers to mail early 


Post Office asks customers to 
mail early; offers mailing tips 

With the volume of cards, let- 
ters and packages expected to 
mushroom with the countdown 
to the holidays, Postmasters 
Charles T. "Chuck" Nichols, 
Wilmington, and Joanna M. 
Louf, Tewksbury, advise cus- 
tomers to mail early. 

"Our goal is to deliver 
increased holiday mail volumes 
at our normal year-round ser- 
vice levels to make your holi- 
days magical," they said, 
adding: "Although we have 
taken extra measures to handle 
the added volume, we are ask- 
ing customers to mail early to 
avoid a backup of mail the last 
days before Christmas." 

U.S. Postal Service customers 
will bring nearly 20 billion mail- 
pieces to Post Offices during 
the holiday season, which lasts 
from Nov. 23 to Dec. 31. 

The postal officials said cus- 
tomers can help speed Post 
Office transactions by provid- 
ing retail clerks with full infor- 
mation on packages, such as 
requirements for insurance, 
delivery confirmation, and 
desired time for package 
arrival. 

Other helpful mailing tips to 
avoid glitches include: 

-Write, type or print delivery 
address neatly. 

—Always use a return address. 

:Always use complete address 
information, such as Ave., Blvd. 
and St. Use the apartment num- 
ber, or suite number as well as 
correct directionals, such as N, 
W and SW. 

—Don't let an incorrect ZIP 
Code delay delivery of cards 
and letters. Local post offices 
and the Postal Service Web site- 
www.usps.com—offer ZIP Code 
information, as does the 
National Call Center, 1-800-275- 
877. 


—Select a container that is 
strong enough to protect the 
contents, Leave space for cush- 
ioning inside the carton. 

~Always use tape that is 
designed for shipping, such as 
pressure-sensitive tape, nylon- 
reinforced craft paper tape or 
glass-reinforced pressure-sensi- 
tive tape. . 

-Plain air-popped popcorn, 
shredded or rolled newspaper, 
bubble wrap or Styrofoam 
peanuts work well for cushion- 
ing contents. 

~The only addresses on pack- 
ages for mailing should be the 
delivery and return addresses. 
TIP: Place a return address 
label inside the package.

possible carcinogens. TruGreen 
ChemLawn ‘should phase out 
the use of pesticides to become 
an organic lawn care company. 
While doing so, it should dis- 
close all ingredients in their 
pesticide products, offer a com- 
prehensive organic lawn care 
program, require its applica- 
tors to pass an accredited 
organic lawn care program, 
protect workers, and stop using 
children to market products. 

In 1903, General Electric 
(GE) began operating a 254- 
acre manufacturing facility in 
Pittsfield on the banks of the 
Housatonic River. Over the next 
fifty years, GE reported releas- 
es of PCBs, a chemical banned 
in 1977 for causing cancer in 
animals, into the Housatonic 
River, Silver Lake and at resi- 
dential properties where “free 
fill” was handed out years ago. 
GE has agreed to EPA's charge 
to clean up the river and laké 
but has insufficiently addressed 
PCB contamination at Hill 78 
and in residential areas. Hill 78 
is a highly contaminated PCB 
dump in a residential neighbor- 
hood less than 50 yards from 
Allendale Elementary School. 
Hill 78 should be excavated and 
treated to remove the PCBs, or 
the soil should be properly dis- 
posed of in a hazardous waste 
landfill. In addition, with no 
cleanup in sight for Allendale, 
the school children should be 
moved to another location. 

The Dirty Decade Awards 
spotlight twelve of New 
England's egregious polluters 
who have failed to take appro- 
priate action to address their 
pollution problems. This year's 
awards highlight a wide array 
of toxic hazards ranging from a 
textile mill whose contamina- 
tion has leeched into groundwa- 
ter, to a PCB-laden waste site 
and a quasi-public agency that 
has institutionalized trash 
incineration over true waste 
solutions. All of these sites pose 
a significant threat to public 
health and the environment 
and need immediate action by 
industry and/or government 
officials. The Dirty Decade 
Awards were selected from.a 
set of nominations by an 
eleven-member panel of envi- 
ronmental and public health 
professionals.

residents continue to watch 
their tax bills increase year 
after year due tormarket condi- 
tions. Residential property val- 
ues have skyrocketed in the last 
decade, while CIP property val- 
ues have remained stagnant 
and have even decreased. 
Despite the apparent softening 
of the residential real estate 
market over the last year or so, 
sales made in 2006 - the time 
period used to establish proper- 
ty assessments for FY08 - did 
not reflected a decrease in 
value. Approximately 98 per- 
cent of all 2006 residential prop- 
erty sales in Wilmington were 
sold for more than the previ- 
ously assessed value. 
Wilmington's Chief Assessor, 
Humphrey 'Skip' Moynihan, 
expects to see some decreases 
when analyzing 2007 property 


sales. 

Residential taxpayers will 
carry 60 percent of the Town's 
tax levy in FY08. As recently 
as 1999, however, it was the CIP 
properties that consistently 
carried the bulk of the Town's 
tax levy. 

In FY94, with a classification 
shift of 1.45, residential proper- 
ty taxes represented 47 percent

In FY96 and FY97, however, 
residential property taxes rep- 
resented 49 percent of the total 
levy leaving CIP to make up the 
remaining 51 percent. 

Each classification —_con- 
tributed 50 percent in FY98 and 
again in FY00, but that was the 
last year that residential prop- 
erty taxes represented less than 
a majority of the total levy. 
Beginning in FY01, with a shift 
of 1.75, residential property 
taxes made up 52 percent of the 


For FY02 and FY03, 
Wilmington implemented a 
shift of 1.74, just under what 
had been the 1.75 maximum set 
by the state. For each of those 
two years, Residential taxes 
contributed 52 percent of the 
total taxes with CIP making up 
the remaining 48 percent of the 


total levy. 

Legislation passed in 2003, 
commonly referred to as 
Chapter 3, temporarily changed 
the limits of tax classification 
law allowing an increase in

classification shift to 2.00 for 
FY04. The change was enacted 
in order to provide additional 
relief to residential taxpayers, 
who would otherwise have seen 
drastic increases in their tax 
bills. 

“The (classification) shift has 
resulted in a savings of approx- 
imately $1,200 to the average 
residential property owner 
since FY04,” Moynihan told the 
Board of Selectmen on Monday. 

Even with that relief residen- 
tial taxes still contributed 52 
percent of the total levy in 
FY04. 

An aspect of the legislative 
temporary relief was the insti- 
tution of a maximum shift of 
1.97 for FY05, which resulted in 
residential taxes contributing 
56 percent of the total. The 
classification shift maximum 
dropped down again in FY06 to 
1.90, resulting in residential 
properties contributing 58 per- 
cent of the levy in Wilmington. 

The maximum shift has 
dropped down to 1.75 for FY08. 
The 2004 legislation originally 
called for a maximum shift of 
just 1.70 for FY09, but an 
amendment was passed to

various children's, teen and 
adult reading programs. 

None of this could be possible 


without the support of the town, 
both in terms of purchasing 
and donating items. 

“We get a huge array of dona- 
tions - from people's complete 
libraries when they move or 
downsize, to a bagful of paper- 
backs,” explained Dietrich. 
“Children's books come in by 
the buckets. We can't always 
use some of the materials; how- 
ever, we donate these to other 
organizations. We just learned 
that Local Heroes sends books 
to the troops so we'll be sending 
our overstock of recent fiction 
to them.” 

“We send some paperbacks 
and reference materials to an 
organization that sends litera- 
ture to prisons,” continued 
Dietrich. “Got Books has been 
very supportive with ideas as 
well as taking our overstock. I 
feel that people are donating 
their books to us in the hopes 
that we will find a continued 
use for them, and we need to 
value that. Some materials, out 
of date computer texts for 
example, have no value but to 
recycle. Even that is better 
than going in the garbage.” 

The store does not accept 
encyclopedias or magazines, or 
any item that appears to be 
mildew. Dietrich's rule of 
thumb: “If you'd buy them, 
we'll take them.” 

Within the last two months, 
the store has received some 
much needed improvements. A 
new parking lot was created 
with a walkway connecting it to 
the store and new grass was 
planted. Inside the store, ceil- 
ing fans and lights were 
installed, new storage shelving 
was added, and heating system 
improvements were made. Next 
on the to-do list includes a new 
coat of paint and a store sign by 
the one year anniversary date 
in April. 

Will the next 6 months prove 
to be as successful? 

“No. I think the next 6 months 
will prove to be MORE success- 
ful,” Hayes affirmed. 

“Our opening day of $876.00 
floored us all and I think we 
knew then that this was some- 
thing the community would 
embrace,” said Dietrich. “It's a 
terrific cause - investing back 
in our library, in our children, 
in the community, while also 
keeping these books flowing 
and out of the landfills. Come to 
the store and check it out.”

TEWKSBURY -- Trailing 14-0 
before any of the spectators 
could take their first sip of cof- 
fee, wasn’t what the 
Wilmington High School 
Football team had in mind dur- 
ing last Thursday’s 74th annual 
Thanksgiving game match-up 
against Tewksbury. 

Easily Wilmington could have 
crawled underneath the bleach- 
ers but didn’t. Instead the 
Wildcats rallied back to take a 
three-point lead with 6:32 to go 
only to see it vanish as 
Tewksbury’s Mike Hanifin 
scored two touchdowns giving 
the Redmen a come from 
behind 28-17 victory over 
Wilmington, before an estimat- 
ed 5,000 fans at Doucette Field. 

The loss for Wilmington ends 
the four straight years of 
defeating its non-league rival, 
and it also ended the team’s 
season with an overall mark of 
92. In addition, Masconomet 
trounced North Andover which 
ended the Wildcats’ hopes of 
advancing to post season play. 
Yet when it was all said and 
done, the late comeback from 
Wilmington certainly didn’t go 
unnoticed. 

“The big plays hurt us,” said 
Wildeat head coach Bob 
Almeida. “It seemed like 
everything was going against 
us early on. We made some 
mistakes early, we got down, 
but we have nothing to be 
ashamed of. Our kids could 
have easily rolled over and they 
didn’t even come close to doing 
that. They fought like hell and I 
thought we controlled the game 
for two-and-a-half quarters. 

“We played a good game but 
the turnovers towards the end 
of the game hurt us. Other than 
the turnovers, I thought we 
played well enough to win, but 
‘we made some mistakes early 


and were just as physical as 
they were and just as tough as 
they were the whole game. Give 
them credit they got the win 
and I tip my hat off to them. 
But our kids have nothing to be 
ashamed of we played well.” 

Tewksbury (9-2) put 
Wilmington into-a shell shock 
early on, scoring on the first 
play from scrimmage, and then 
adding salt to the wound three 
minutes later with another 
score, After Hanifin returned 
the opening kick-off to the 
Redmen 34, senior quarterback 
Chris Texiera (3-for-9, 102 
yards, 2 TDs, 2 INTs) faked a 
lateral pass to his left, before 
completely spinning around to 
his right and dumping an over 
the top five yard pass to tight 
end Derek Lowe. He took the 
ball under his arm and darted 
down the right sideline avoid- 
ing several Wildcat defenders 
before going in for the 66-yard 
touchdown. Ron Wallace's kick 
was good and the Redmen led 
70 just 22 seconds into the 
game. 

Senior Matt Bailey gave 
Tewksbury the ball back when 
he intercepted a pass three 
plays later. But to no avail the 
Redmen had to punt and Lowe's 
boot landed on the Wildcats 5 
yard line. On the first play from 
scrimmage, Tewksbury’s Mike 
Willey knocked the ball loose 
on the hand-off, and Bailey 
pounced on the loose ball in the 
end zone for the touchdown and 
Wallace’s PAT kick gave the 
home town team a 14-0 lead just 
3:20 into the game. 

Then over the next three 
quarters, it was all Wilmington. 
In the final 6:40 of the first 
quarter and the ten minute sec- 
ond quarter, Wilmington had 
the ball 12:45 compared to 3:55, 
and ran 28 plays compared to 
just 10 for the Redmen. 
Throughout that juncture, 
senior running back Ernie 
Mello (27 carries, 116 yards) 
scored on a terrific second 
effort from two yards out, 
which was followed by Steve 
Stewart’s 25 yard Field Goal, 


giving the Redmen a 14-10 half- 
time lead. 

Wilmington’s dominance con- 
tinued throughout the entire 
third quarter and a few min- 
utes into the fourth quarter. 
This time Wilmington had the 
ball for all but 1:46 of the third 
quarter and ran 17 plays com- 
pared to just four for the 
Redmen which meant 
Wilmington had the ball 21:16 
compared to 5:41 since the sec- 
ond score until the first play of 
the fourth quarter, not to men- 
tion holding an 45 to 14 edge in 


scrimmage plays during that 


time. And on the final scrim- 
mage play of the third quarter, 
Mello scored his second TD of 
the game, and 29th this season 
going over the top from one- 
yard out and Wilmington had 
stormed back to take a 17-14 
lead. 

“During the game we just kept 
telling them to continue to 
fight, fight and fight and at 
halftime we felt like we had the 
supreme advantage and going 
down and taking a lead I felt 
like we were in control and we 
had the lead with about six 
minutes left,” said Almeida.

“The score doesn't mean any- 
thing because they got a late 
touchdown, but we had the 
lead, we had a chance to put 
them away and we couldn't do 
it. We had the ball with the lead 
with six minutes to go in the 
game, and we couldn’t move 
the ball and we made some 
mistakes.” 

Wilmington’s Anthony Nihan 
intercepted a pass giving 
Wilmington the ball back with 
6:32 remaining, and on the 
‘Cats 33. But three plays later, 
Wilmington fumbled and Joe 
Gulino recovered it giving the 


Redmen the ball with 4:57 to go 
and down by three. And that 
score immediately changed on 
the first play, as Tex did anoth- 
er misdirectional play, this 
time finding a wide open 
Hanifin down the left sideline 
for what turned into a 33-yard 
touchdown pass. Wallace's kick 
was good and the Redmen led 
21-17 with 4:41 left in the game. 

Wilmington went three-and- 
out on the ensuing drive, as 
Tewksbury’s Derek Lowe and 
Ed Donovan combined for two 
quarterback sacks pushing the

I lost track of time after 
breakfast. 1 put on my uni- 
form a little slower than nor- 
mal. I was just a little more 
proud of my jersey today. I've

These were my glory days. I 
was a member of a league 
champion. I was a varsity 
football player that got my 
shots to shine in big game, 
had to take my lumps and 
take my seats on the bench. I 
won't regret one minute of it 

The game itself seemed like 
a total of five minutes. It flew. 
They scored quickly, we 
scored, took the lead, got 
unlucky and lost. 

The loss doesn’t bother me, 
though. The Redmen faction 
of my family I shared 
Thanksgiving dinner with 
didn't bother me (even 
though they really tried). 

On the ride home, I sat with 
Dillon Halladay. He was a 
junior starter on the offensive 
line. He took the loss in stride, 
and I couldn’t help but think 
of next year. That’s what 
makes this tradition so great. 
Everyone gets their shot. I 
had mine this year and it was 
phenomenal. 

I will -never forget 
Thanksgiving 2007. It was the 
day my football career ended. 
I enjoyed my turkey and 
mashed potatoes a little more 
that day.

Even if the movie itself 
doesn't raise a single goose 


bump on you, the ending of 
The Mist is sure to get you 
thinking, and talking. 

The story by Stephen King 
on which the movie is based 
ended with a vague sense of 
hope. but director Frank 
Darabont goes in a different 
direction, creating a finale 
filled with irony. 

It will likely anger, and 
possibly sicken, many, but it 
also may be the guts end- 
ing to a film you will see this 
year. 

The Mist essentially is a 
monster movie with a strong

A 
young soldier (Sam Witwer) 
knows something, but he isn't 
talking. Religious fanatic 
Mrs. Carmody (Marcia Gay 
Harden) says the end has 
come; the more people that 
die, the more survivors she 
converts to her flock, whip- 
ping them into a bloodthirsty 
mob. 

David becomes the unoffi- 
cial leader of those with com- 
mon sense, which includes 
Amanda Dumfries (Laurie 
Holden), a schoolteacher who 
is new in town, and the mild- 
mannered assistant manager 
Ollie. Brent Norton (Andre 
Braugher), a neighbor with 
whom David was involved in 
a nasty property dispute in 


the recent past, causes more 
problems. 

As human nature rears its 
often ugly head, the dangers 
inside the grocery store grad- 
ually become as great as 
those in the mist. 

The creatures don't look 
100-vercent realistic (then 
again, how realistic should 
giant creatures that live in a 
crawling mist look?), but the 
film is more about people 
than monsters anyway. 

The Mist will engulf your 
senses until the final minutes. 
You may not like the ending, 
but you have to respect the 
director for avoiding the hap- 
pily-ever-after conclusion 
some may expect. 


“BEOWULF” 
GRADE: **** 


There is a recent trend in 
Hollywood to release films to 
regular theaters, while also 
showing the same film on the 
much bigger IMAX screens, 
which alows the studios to 
charge much more money for 
tickets t essenitaly the same 
film. Many times, there is no 
real reason to it in the 
bigger venue, unless one is a 
diehard fan of the film. 

"Beowulf" is the rare 
exception that deserves to be 
seen in its 3-D version. 

It's the special effects that 
make this incarnation of 
"Beowulf" enjoyable. There's 
just nothing like cringing 
when a spear heads your way, 
or having that feeling of 
falling when a character lit- 
erally loses his grip. This is 
kind of like an amusement 
park ride for your eyes. 

The show uses the same 
kind of animation that direc- 
tor Robert Zemeckis used in 
"The Polar Express."

Hrothgar declares that no 
more celebrations will be 
held in the hall where so 
many of his men have been 
slain. He seeks a warrior 
brave enough to fight the 
ogre, and finds that man in 
Beowulf (Ray Winston). He 
offers half his treasury as a 


reward. Beowulf (Ray 
Winstone) arrives from 
Greatland (a part of 


Sweden), and offers not only 
to battle the terror but to do it 
without clothing or weapons. 

Beowulf isn't all that he 
seems, nor indeed is he all 
that he claims to be. He also 
struggles with a female 
demon (Angelina Jolie) and a 
dragon, not to mention his 
inner turmoil. 

You can get away with a 
lot more in a PG-13 film if it's 
animated. If this were live 
action, and had it not been 
for many strategically placed 
items that prevent the audi- 
ence from seeing frontal 
nudity, this would have been 
rated R. 

Much license has been 
taken with the text, but 
what's here is an interpreta- 
tion, not a ruination, of the 
original story line.

bad guy really; instead he’s a 
savvy entrepreneur who, 
along with reinventing the 
drug trade, gave back to his 
community and bought a fab- 
ulous house for his mother 
(Ruby Dee). 


Director Ridley Scott 
brings a brisk pace to the pic- 
ture that keeps things lively 
and lends special emphasis to 
those moments when things 
do slow down.

“Christian Doherty was 
named General Counsel by 
Middlesex District Attorney 
Gerald T. Leone in January, 
2007. As General Counsel, 
Chris serves as top advisor 
to the District Attorney on 
policy, legislation, preven- 
tion, communication and out- 
reach. Chris served as super- 
visor in the Lowell Courts 
under the direction of 
District Attorney Martha 
Coakley. He also served as 
advisor to United States 
Congressman Marty 
Meehan, where he worked on 
initiatives such as the ‘No 
Tobacco for Kids Act.’ Chris 
was raised in Billerica. He 
attended Billerica High 
School, the University of 
Massachusetts and Suffolk 
University Law School. 

“Attorney Doherty's pre- 
sentation will include an 
overview of the bullying 
issue, including a definition 
of bully behavior, character- 
istics and signs of bully 
behavior. It will show the 
seriousness of this problem 
on both a local and a nation- 
al level, as well as recent 
patterns and trends, some of 
which include disturbing 
national data around middle 
schools.

Securing a mortgage in 
spite of poor financial 
standing 


Despite a housing boom in recent years that saw seemingly every- 
one get approved for a mortgage, some people with less than stel- 
lar credit histories are still approaching their mortgage application 
with a degree of trepidation. Fearful of what they might discover, 
those in such a situation can take several steps before beginning the 
process that could make things go more smoothly once they begin 
contacting lenders. 

Get your credit report, and work on any discrepancies. Just be- 
cause an item appears on your credit report, that doesn't neces- 
sarily make it part of your history. Obtain a copy of your report (via 


| Experian or Equifax) and examine it carefully. Any discrepancies 


should be taken care of. In addition, if there are any items on the 
report currently in collections, try and pay those down before ap- 


i plying for a loan. Too often couples apply for a loan only to have in- 


correct information on their report result in that application being 
denied. 

Try to increase your credit limits. While it might seem puzzling 
for people with an admittedly troubled credit history to ask for more 
credit, should you be granted your requested increase it will indi- 
cate to prospective lenders that your current creditors are confi- 
dent you have turned the corner and are beginning to re-establish 
yourself as a person worthy of receiving a loan 

Try to erase existing debts. You won't need to erase all debt, but 
decreasing your debt to a more manageable figure will encourage 
lenders to take a longer look at your application. Applicants who 
already have a mountain of debt to overcome are less likely to be 
given a loan. However, if your debt is relatively small and manage- 
able, and you've shown an ability to consistently pay it down, your 
application will become more attractive to prospective lenders. 

Keep things as stable as possible. If you have been sizing up a ca- 
reer change, you might want to consider holding off on it until 
you've completed the application process and actually been ap- 
proved for a loan. Like any lender, mortgage lenders want someone 
with a stable life and steady career, as such borrowers are more 
likely to be able to pay their debt. Lots of change before submitting 
an application indicates, fairly or not, that your life is in a certain 
degree of disarray, which will not help your cause.
